HOUSING 


General  3uilding 

The  following  number  of  houses  were  completed  during  the  year. 

Newborough  - 19  houses,  14  bungalows,  1 warden’s  house. 

Llangaffo  - 7 houses 

Dwyrnn  - 5 houses  and  4 bungalows 

Holland  Arms-  4 houses  and  2 bungalows 

Pentraeth  - 5 houses 

A further  4 houses  are  under  construction  at  Pentraeth  and  completion 
is  expected  early  in  1969. 

One  disturbing  feature  which  has  become  apparent  when  letting  the  newer 
houses  is  the  very  small  number  of  applications  received  for  tenancies,  this 
no  doubt,  is  due  to  the  comparatively  high  rents  which  the  Council  are  obliged 
to  charge.  This  is  a matter  which  has  caused  the  Council  some  concern  and  will 
have  to  be  given  serious  consideration  in  the  future. 

BuildiAg 

Steady  progress  is  still  being  maintained  in  the  private  sector, 

126  houses  have  been  completed  during  the  year  and  106  under  construction. 

Improvements  to.  Council  Houses 

With  completion  of  the  major  sewerage  scheme  at  Pentraeth  the56  Council 
houses  in  the  village  were  connected  to  the  sewer.  The  Council  have  now  com- 
pleted its  programme  of  providing  improved  facilities  on  its  housing  estates. 

Housing  Improvements 

The  Council  approved  a total  of  91  applications  for  the  improvement  of 
the  older  type  house  viz:  46  Discretionary  Grants  and  49  Standard  Grants. 

Local  authorities  are  now  awaiting  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act, 

1969,  and  its  anticipated  increased  rate  of  improvement  grants.  No  doubt  this 
Act  will  be  intended  to  improve  and  repair  the  existing  stocks  of  houses  in 
a local  authority  area  as  part  of  the  authority's  housing  programme.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Supplies  Other  than  Countv  Mains 


A total  of  16  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Conway,  for  bacteriological  examination.  7 were  reported  as 
satisfactory  and  9 as  unsatisfactory.  In  all  cases  where  adverse  reports 
are  received,  occupiers  are  advised  to  either  boil  or  chlorinate  the  water 
before  using  for  human  consumption  and  domestic  use. 

Mains  Water  Supply 

There  is  co-operation  between  the  -County  Water  Department  on  matters 
arising  concerning  public  supplies  and  any  complaints  received  are  usually 
given  prompt  attention.  The  County  Water  Department  expect  to  substantial! 
improve  the  supply  in  some  parishes  in  the  Westerns  parts  «f  the  District 
by  the  Autumn  of  1969.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 


There  have  been  no  additions  to  the  4&  premises  registered  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream*  Generally 
the  shops  in  the  district  are  of  the  small  village  store  type  and  the 
standard  of  hygiene  continues  to  be  well  maintained. 

POULTRY  ESTABLISHMENTS 

There  are  no  premises  for  the  commercial  slaughtering  and  dressing 
of  poultry  in  the  district* 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  APT.  I960 


The  total  number  of  authorised  caravans  was  569  and  during  the  survey 
carried  out  in  August  the  caravans  on  sites  numbered  473.  Periodic  visits 
are  made,  particularly  to  the  larger  sites;  control,  maintenance  and 
general  management  continue  to  be  satisfactory. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  a considerable  amount  of  time  was 
devoted  to  an  outbreak  of  dysentry  at  one  of  the  County  Primary  Schools 
in  the  district,  232  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Conway,  and  I am  indebted  to  the  Director  and  his  staff  for 
their  co-operation.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  certain  members  of  the 
County  Council  nursing  staff  for  the  assistance  given.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  work  of  refuse  collection  has  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year  and  tends  to  increase  with  the  steady  development  taking 
place  in  the  district  generally.  Joint  use  of  the  Porthamel  tip  by  the  Council 
and  Beaumaris  has  presented  no  practical  difficulties  except  that  the  li.fs  of 
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the  tip  win  be  shortened*  It  is  however  anticipated  that  the  joint  scheme 
involving  Aethwy,  Beaumaris  and  Menai  Bridge  will  be  an  accomplished  fact 
during  1969. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


With  the  increase  in  tourism  in  certain  parts  of  the  district  the  need 
for  public  conveniences  is  becoming  more  apparent  and  the  Council’s  proposals 
to  provide  such  facilities  is  to  be  commended.  The  amenities  at  Llanddona 
Beach,  Pentraeth  and  Newborough  should  be  completed  in  1969  leaving  Malltraeth 
still  to  be  considered. 

ABANDONED  VEHICLES 

During  the  year  discussions  have  taken  place  between  all  local  authorities 
in  Anglesey  and  considerable  assistance  has  been  given  by  the  County  Council. 
Efforts  are  being  made  to  establish  a central  holding  depot  but  it  may  be  some 
time  before  an  acceptable  scheme  is  in  operation, 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


lAangaffo  - This  scheme  was  expected  to  be  completed  during  the  latter  part 
of  1967#  Due  to  unforeseen  circumstances  difficulties  were  encountered  and 
completion  was  delayed  until  early  in  1968. 

Pentraeth  - Good  progress  was  maintained  on  this  scheme  from  its  commencement 
in  July/ August  1967,  and  completion  was  effected  in  October  1968.  In  addition 
to  the  main  village  of  Pentraeth,  the  scheme  provides  for  parts  of 
Rhoscefnhir  and  a portion  of  the  Twrcelyn  R.D.C. 

Ljango e d/Penmon  - The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  are  still  dealing  with 
this  and  proposals  are  expected  to  be  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Office  in  the 
caning  months. 

Llanfairowll  - An  Inquiry  has  been  held  by  the  Welsh  Office  into  the  Council's 
proposals  for  sewer  extensions  together  with  new  treatment  works  and  a 
decision  is  expected  early  in  1969.  Extensive  development  is  taking  place 
in  the  village  and  the  Council  consider  that  this  is  a matter  of  considerable 
urgency. 

Llanddaniel /Gae rwen  - This  scheme  has  also  been  the  subject  of  an  Inquiry 
by  the  Welsh  Office  and  a decision  is  expected  early  in  1969.  It  is  proposed 
that  the  Llanddaniel  sewers  shall  discharge  into  the  Gaerwen  WJTdcs  at  Holland 
Arms  with  an  extended  treatment  arrangement  to  serv.Q  the  two  parishes. 

This  scheme  is  considered  to  be  most  urgent  and  essential  in  the  interests 
of  public  health. 

CONCLUSION
